Article IV 

Elected Officers— Duties 

Section 1 . The elected officers of the 
Association shall be a President, a Vice 


President, and a Board of Governors com- 
prised of seven (7) elected governors and 
the President and Vice President. The term 
“governor,” as used in these bylaws, refers 
to the seven officers elected as governors; 
the terms “Board of Governors” and
